Another aspiring challenger of the Strait of Juan de 


Fuca arrived unannounced i 
holiday. 


He is 25-year-old Joh Giese. 
of Vancouver, an escapee from 
East Germany who has been in 
Canada only three years 

Giese; who “has been “swim 
ming long distances for pleasure 
since he was a youngster. 
arrived here with the idea of 
jumping into the Strait and 
swimming it by himself with 
out the aid of a tug or tender 

He was dissuaded from. this 
after discussing it with the 
Times and with experts of 
Island Tug and Barge Company 
who have been connected with 
all the Strait attempts 

At press time today he was 
attempting to make arrange 
ments, despite a warning that 
only on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of this week are tides likely 
to be favorable 

“I want to do it soon, because 
T am being married in a month 
and am going to be in Summer- 
land, B.C., working for the rest 
of the summer,” he said. His 
wife-to-be is a Summerland 
girl, and once married he does 
not feel his wife would want 
him to try. 


HARDY INDIVIDUAL 

Giese has already made prac 
tice swims off Dallas Road, 
swimming one and one-half 
hours Sunday. Typical of his 
Spartan attitude to the swim is 
the fact that Sunday, he walked 
down to the waterfront, changed 
into his swimming trunks there, 
made his swim and, after emerg 
ing, “went for a walk to warm 
myself up.” 

Giese says the ‘swim is “a 
challenge.” He has been hoping 
to try it since last summer, 
when Florence Chadwick was 
defeated by the cruel 18 miles 
of turbulent water. 

Giese wanted to make his 
Strait bid alone because “I re- 
alize there is some danger in 
the swim and I did not want to 
involve anyone but myself. I 
wanted to take the full responsi 
bility.”

The six-foot three-inch 
pounder (“I have lost 
weight in training,”) says there 
Is nothing special about 
swimming. He uses the breast 
stroke exclusively and coats his 
body with cod-liver oil to stave 
off the cold 

In spite of his slender build 
he says the cold temperatures 
do not bother him. 

“Sometimes my fingers get 
cold enough to be prickly but if 
I keep my body under the water 
I donot notice the cold.” 


“SINK OR SWIM” 

His philosophy on the swim 
indicates why he wantéd to do 
it alone, as he says. “Once you 
start, you must keep going if 
there is no one to help you. It 
is what Canadians cali ‘sink or 
swim’.” 

John has been swimming 
since he was a small boy living 
in Metchlenburg, Germany, on 
the edge of the Baltic Sea.

Young Liberal Association wanted a 
resolution approved that would cail 
the establishment of an independent reg 
ulatory tribunal to govern the operations 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
and private radio stations.

It provoked 
a violent debate that year among the

No Thrill Since Like This 
On Baseball’s Opening Day

NEW YORK (UP)—There 
will be the usual quota of 
Stars today as the major

And a young Iowa farm 
boy named Bobby Feller 
pitched the only opening day 
no-hitter in big league his- 
tory. 

It was a cold, grey day’ in 
forbidding Comiskey Park 
when the burly, 21-year-old 
with the blazing fast ball 
went to the hill, nor were the 
fans cheering for him. 

They were, as a matter of 
fact, yelling for his scalp in 
the second inning when the 
White Sox leaded the bases 
with two out. But then he 
went to that bullet-like fast 
ball, rearing back and blow- 
ing it past Bob Kennedy three 
straight times to get out of 
the jam. :

Cleveland jeammates got him

But the next man up 
was pesky Luke Appling and 
the pressure mounted as he 
fouled four long smashes into 
right field before drawing a 
walk 

Taft Wright moved into the 
batter's box next and, for a 
moment, it appeared as if Fel- 
ler’'s no-hit was gone. when 
Wright slashed a hot shot 
which looked as if it might 
go through second. But Ray 
Mack lunged desperately, 
knocked the ball down and 
scrambling to pick it up flip- 
ped to Hal Trosky for the final 
putout. 


Calm through it all, Feller 
was a quivering bundle of 
nerves who could hardly get 
his clothes on after it was all 
over. And, summarizing what 
was the first of three no-hit 
games he was to pitch, he 
analyzed 


“I don’t think the no-hit jinx 
will bother me.” 
It sure didn't 


He led the league with 27 
victories that season. And, at 
the moment, he is the 10th 
leading winner -of. all-time 
needing only nine more wins 
to jump all the way up to sev- 
enth. 

Now 36, Feller will be on 
the Cleveland bench as “ 
season gets under way. N 
longer is he one of the sdub's 
“Big Four” and his assign- 
ments will be on-the-spot 
variety. 

Yet, while he no longer can 
expect to draw the big open- 
ing day assignment, he can sit 
back in happy contemplation 
of that big day 15 years ago. 
They may go pretty good to- 
day, but the odds are that they 
won't match his getaway feat.
